romml, The menace the progres=s
and prospority  of ths stata has
pussgedd and wo  are  recovering
from its oifects, with the promiss that
abundant erops will quite restoro to us
the contidence that has boen lost,  [tis
belioved that it would be n very grave
mistake to repeat the monace, and that
the exigency does not regquire the ro-
convening of the logislntura, THE BEE
has no criticisim to muoke upon this
view.

Foually nnanimous is the opinion that
the hoard of transportation should nct
and act promptly in the matter of reduc-
ing froight rates, No one has expressod
this more strongly than Mr. ©, G, Dor-
say, who says:  “*Wao should have, must
hiwve, and surely will have such netion
by the stato hoard of transportation as
will give fair ratos of freight on
furm products to  castern  markets,
and onthe main staples from eastern
mirkets to our doors,” Evidently this
i the roneeal sontiment with repub-
lieans who ure in sympathy with the in-
terests and welfare of the people rather
than with the wishes of the railrond
managers, They desire that the party
shall give the veliel it has promised, and
for which there is now most favorable
opportunity.  ‘The outlook is for a splen-
did harvest in Nebraskn, ond [ts valne
to the producers will be materially on-
hanced if they are given lowar trans-
portation rates, No one who Knows
anything about the malter quos-
tions thut this enn be done and still give
the railronds a liheral profit,
Shall the corporations  he  allowed
to tnke millions of dollars from our peo-
ple by charges which everybody knows
to e unreasonable and unjust?

Will the board of transportation heed
the opinions and wishes of republicans
in this matter, or will it continue 1o ig-
nore the people in the interestof the
railronds?  If it intends to make an hon-
est effort to redeem the pledgo of the re-
publican party to give the people relief
thiere is no time to losa. There is a very
lnrge stake dependont upon the deeision
of the bowrd, and as rvepublicuns con-
cerned for the interests of the party and
as citizons desiving the wellfare of Ne-
braska its mombers ought to realize
their duty and manfully perform it.

Indecd it would be so clearly acon-
fossion of his weaknoess in the K-
pire state that it would very likely
harm him. 10 he eannot securve tha Now
Yorlk delogation in 1892, he will have no
batter chaneo, if 8o good, of getting the
democratie vota of that stnte than he
had in 1888, and he could not Improve
his chanees by hailing from New Jor-
soy, for instanve. Accopuing the view
of Mp. Carlisle as the ono likely to con-
trol the next democratic convention,
the conelugion must ba that Mre. Clove-
land has very little show to bo again
the candidate of the democracy for the
presideney. 1 his nomination depends
upon his having the New York delega-
tion his chunces, from prosent indien-
tions, will be very small,

HELD TO THE CONTRACT,

It was expected that the North Amep-
ican sommercial company, the lesseo of
the right to take fur seals for a period
of twonty years on the island of St Paul
and St George in Alasks, would protest
ngainst the agraomoent  botweon  the
[Tmited States and Great Britain for o
closed seanson and demand large com-
pensation for being daprived of its priv-
ilege for a year, This it has done,
claiming compensation to the amount of
F400,000 for losses sustiained by being or-
dered out of the sealing wators last year
before it had taken the quota of seals to
which it was entitled, and also such fur-
ther sumn a8 it may lose the
nresent  sonson  in  consaquenca  of
the agreement for a  cessation
of seal eatching, The compnny demands,
further, to bo reimbursed for expendi-
tures made for the maintenance and edu-
cution of the inhabitants, as voquired by
its contraet, and estimawed at about
150,000, Tt must be confossed that the
compuny makes out o strong case, and
the government will find somo difficulty
in framing an argument Lo justifly a re-
fusal to meet its demands. The terms
of the contract betweon the government
and the compuany nre plain and explicit,
and it does not appenr that the latter
has in any respect failed to comply with
them. It would seom to be unquestion-
uble that the agreement for a closed
Sen80n contravenes the vestad
richts of the company and rives
it a justelaim to compensation and re-
imbursement, [{ that is allowed the
rovarnment will have a bill to pny that
will not fall far short of a million dol-
lars.

This circumstance will afford a text
for those who condemn the policy of
leasing the rvight to take seals to a com-
pany, thereby astablishing a monopoly
to which the government is a party. and
it may lead to an annulmoent of the con-
tract with the North Ameviean company
and the adoption of somae different plan
no less ad vantageonus to the government,
This wis suggested in tho last congross,
and  a  diseassion  of  the  matter
olicited the information that the
government, hnd not been  receiving,
all it wns entitled to, but nothing was
done and the treasury depurtment finally
anceepted the proposal of the North
Amarienn company and elosed the con-
tract with it The promise Is that the
govarnment will find it to bo apretty ox-
pensive nreangement.but clearly the com-
pany is not nt fuult and cannot fairly bo
critized for nsserting s rights, Of course
tho protest will have no offect upon the
agrecment  between the United States
and Great Beitain, which is in operation
and will be muintained in good faith by
both governments during the period
specified for its continunnes
